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WASHINGTON - Rev. 
Leon H. Sullivan, a member 
of the President's National 
Commission on Employ- 
ment and Training Policy, 
says the 35 ~ percent 
unemployment rate among 
black youths and estimates 
of 60-80 percent in some 
cities, represents a crisis as’ 
important to the nation as 
_ the Middle East crisis. 

Sullivan is also head of 
the Opportunities Industri- 
alizations Center. 

Calling on the President 
and his domestic policy 
advisers to make an all-out 
effort equivalent to that 
made to bring Israel and 
Egypt together, the 
founder and chairman of 
the nation's largest and 
strongest network of iob- 
training and job-creation 
programs said: 

“The black press, the 
black mayors, the black 
leadership of America is 
alarmed, but the danger is 
that the President and the 
Congress will be ‘too little 
and too late’ with solutions 
to this youth crisis.

The total fund from both White and 
Blacx should be near $130,000.
